MANY ARE BADLY BEATEN 


Church Bell. Calls Followers of 
Voliva from Distant Fields to 
Council of War. 


Chante and preyers of 200 followers of 
Wilbur Glenn Voliva who are seeking to rid 
Zion City of tobacco skunks were inter- 
rupted yesterday afternoon when a rioting 
band of fifty employés of the Cook Electrical 
company rushed the prayer meéting and be- 
labored men and women with blackjacks and 
stout clubs. 

Fists and bricks were used by the Zienites 
to repuige the assault until so many had fal- 
len under the blows of the electrical workers 
that Eider F. M. Royal called a retreat. In 4 
the flight the wounded of the church, one of 
whom ie said to have a fractured skull, 
were carried dazed and bleeding through the 
streets. 

The rioters pursued to taunt the men into 
another battle, but the elders held all in line. 
A spacious platform and high woven wire 
fence erected beside the Cook plant a week 
ago for the twice a day prayer meetings 
were wrecked by the electrical workers,

Calls Meeting for Today. 
Overseer Voliva met INs retreating army 
near the Zion auditorium and at once or- 
dered the sounding of the aseembly"bell for 
one hour. This strident summons brought 
men of the church from distances of ten 
miles. More than 1,000 q hered to hear the 
orders of the overseer. 
“It is my command that you assembie at 
6:30 in the morning.“ he addressed his fol- 
lowers, and proceed as usual to the meet- 
ing place and sing and pray as these tobacco 
skunks go to work. 

„But let there be no fighting. Insist upon 
holding the prayer service, and if they again 
attack, do not fight back, but do not run. I 
would rather have a hundred dead men than 
one who disebeys an order.“ 

Mayor Miller said there would be no meet 
He was echoed by Chief Hoover. The 
electrical workers and other independents of 
the city reiterate there will be no meeting, if 
they can help it. The city administration is 
“independent” or “anti-Voliva”™ since a 
recent election, when the enemies (dhe over- 
seer triumphed.

Drops Plan for Parade. 
It was thé first plan of Voliva to assembie 
the Zion band and march through the city

STOCKMEN CITE CROPS. 
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Prices of fresh meat, on the hoof and on 
the retail butcher's scales, soared upward 
yesterday to the highest point averaged in 
two years, with indications of going higher 
and breaking all records. Considering the 
quality of cattle offered, packers are in 
reality peying the highest prices in’ over 
twenty years. 

The explanation offered by the butcher 
that the wholesale price is higher. The 
wholesalers say the packers are charging 
more. The packers say the farmers are de- 
manding more money. The farmers say 
corn is toe expensive to feed cattle. Go it 
all works around to the weather man, who 
did not let enough corn grow. Anyway, the 
ultimate consumer is paying for the delin- 
quencies of the corn crop and the weather. 

A search among butchers in the three 
sections of the city showed generally higher 
prices all along the route. Beef sirloin was 
selling, on the north side for 4 cents a pound | 
higher then at this time a var aso.

raise the prices, for every boost drives con- 
sumers a little néarer to a vegetable diet, 
and that doesn’t help us. | 
“Tt is a simple matter of necessity. The 
packers are raising our wholesale prices a 
cent ata jump. The commission men tell us 
it is because corn is Scarce and the livé 
stock costs the packers more. I don't know 
about that. All I know is that we have to 
pay more and so have to ch more.” 


Packers Blame Meat Producers. 
The packers declined to accépt responsibil- 
ity. 

There has been a gradual advance in live 
stock priceg for the last two months, said 
Arthur Meeker, member of the executive 
committee of Armour &Co. “ Like all move- 
ments in live stock prices, it is due to the nat- 
ural causes of supply and demand. We want 
more and better cattle than we are getting, 
and receipts at the stations are low, 

The small weights are due to the crop dif- 
ficulties. Drovers say corn ie scarce and ex- 
pense of feeding is high in consequtnce. The 
result is easy to see. The packer has nothing 
to do with the price of the live animal That 
ie determined by the farmer. If the cost is 
high the price to the retail butcher must be 
somewhat higher“ 

Prices were booming at the stockyards. 
Beef on the hoof brought $9 ea hundredweight, 
declared to be, considering quality, the high- 
est price paid in over twenty years. 

Lambs at the yards sold up during the day 
to $10.20. This was the highest price paid 
since April, 1910, when sales were made for 
a short period at $10.00. That was higher 
than at any previous time in the history of 
the Union stockyards. The highest price 
reached in 19TT was $7.8 a hindredweight. 

The lambs displayed no more friskinesar 


climbed to $8.85, or $2.75 a hundredweight 
over the highest price of 1911, and the highest 
since the days of April, 1010.

Private estimates by the receivers and 
bankers’ committee for the MoCrum-HMowell

Main. That provides, that every 


on inheritance (that being otherwise pro- 
vided for) is subject to a city tax of 2 
per cent, and if, since the last preceding 
transfer, there has been an increase in 


former price, there is an increment tax as 
follows: Five per cent for an increase 
up to 35 per cent, 6 per cent for an in-

The limit of the total tax is 25 per cent. 
This is in addition to the general in- 
‘erement tax law of the empire, the maxi- 
mum limit of which is 30 per cent. At 
the end of five years the relation of the 
general and local increment taxes is to 
be adjusted. 

A second feature of their plan is to 
have the city go into the real estate busi- 
ness, in part through that power of ex- 
cess condemnations (generally held to be 
illegal in this country).

DENY VALIDITY OF | 


CONTEMPT ORDER 


Judge Owens and Other De- 
fendants Tell McKinley He 
Exceeded Jurisdiction. 


ARRANGE FOR AN APPEAL 


Both Sides Ready to Go to Su- 
preme Court; Arguments 
Continue Today. 


Five lawyers alternated yesterday in an 
effort to convince Superior Judge Michael L. 
McKinley that he exceeded his jurisdiction 
in citing for contempt County Judge John E. 
Owens and the six other officials who ignored 
Judge McKinley's tmjunction of. noninter- 
ence with the Democratic county convention 
on April 15. 

As many eifferent attacks upon the walid- 
ity of the restraining order as there were 
lawyers were presented to the court. Judge 
McKinley stopped the arguments at 5 p. m. 


until 10 o'clock this morning without in- 


timating his probable action. 

All the arguments were predicated on sev- 
eral motions to quash. The care in which 
various law points were presented indicated 
an intention to carry the issues to the Su- 
preme court. Both gides had stenographers 
at the hearing, seated en elther side of the 
gudée. 


Summary of Contentions. 
These contentions were made: 

That Judge McKinléy did not have the 
legal authority to grant a temporary in- 
junction on Sunday at his residence. It 
was argued that he should have con- 
vened his court. 

That a court of equity is without juris- 
diction in election matters. 

That John McGillen, chairman of the 
Cook county Democratic central com- 
mittee, acted only as the agent of the 
Democratic party in engaging the Sev- 
enth Regiment armory for the conven- 
tion. 

That McGillen had no property rights 
in the hall, as he alleged in the petition 
upon which the injunction was granted 

and that neither he nor any one else was 
uin danger of physica! violence. 

That the sheriff's bond of $100,000 was 
more than sufficient to cover any loss 
that might have been sustained. 

That the primary law precluded in- 
terference with the convention through 
injunction proceedings. 

That the police and sheriff were pres- 
ent as conservators of the peace and not 
as inciters of riot. 

That Judge Owens acted within his 
rights. 

That the convention could not have 
been held without the temporary roll pre- 
sented by Commissioner Czarnecki. 

That Czarnecki, contrary to the charge 
in McGillen’s petition, did not act as 
temporary chairman of the convention, 
but merely convened the gathering of 
Precinct cammitteemen as an officer of 
the County court. 


Disclaim Intention of Contempt. 
Disclaimers were filed by all of the defend- 
ants that there was any intention to treat 


the Superior court with contempt. The gen- 


eral answer was made that none of those 
eited is in contempt of Judge McKinley and 


therefore the temporary injunction should 


be dissolved. .

T is doubtless more than a cuvincidence 
| ‘that the patronage of the Aborn Ergtish 


Grand Opera company’s season at Mc- 

Vicker’s theater has varied in inverse 

ratio to the number of English speak- 
ing singers participating in the performances, 
The public seems to develop slight interest in 
opera im English wherein one or two of the 
The 
audlence which heard the bilingual cast 
that last night presented Puccini's “‘ Tosca 
wes plainly bored, the several musical vir- 
tues of the performance notwithstanding. 
Also it was small. 

Possibly the-public feels that the Aborn 
management employs a misnomer in describ- 
ing the organization as an English opera 
company, since it depends on Ita#lan tenors 
exclusively, and has permitted some mem- 
bers of the chorus to sing in that language. 
Last night Mies Anna Frery, a soprano, said 
to be a Belgian, used a language that oc- 
casionally sounded like Italian and more 
often like something else. Miss Frery’s inter- 
pretation of the title role obviously suffered 
from a lack of rehearsal! as well as from an 
exceedingly uncertain vocal method. Fre- 
quently it was impossible to follow the thread 
of the melody. At moments the tone came 
freely and clearly. Then for long periods 
it was forced until it lost all semblance of 
lyric expression and degenerated. into a 
distressing scream.

The tenor of the cast, Francis Albiach, 
though answering to a German name, proved 
to be a dependable and experienced Italian 
singer, against whose interpfetation of the 
part of Cavaradossi the only posssible objec- 
tion to be advanced was the employment of 
his native tongue. Thanks to this disad- 
vantage, he became an unimportant factor 
in the performance, which was sustained 
with interest only in those scenes in which 
Mr. d'Angelo, as Scarpia, Mr. Luther, as 
Angelotti, and Mr. Everett, as the sacristan, 
were permitted to sing the English text 
without Italian interference. 

It is possible to commend Mr. d’ Angelo 
most highly. Vocally he is one of the most 
satisfactory Scarplas of several seasons. The 
voice is warm, full, and rarely syznpathetic. 
His English is beautifully enunciated and he 
realized the musical values of the score. In 
its dramatic aspects his impersonation of the 
réle was less impreseive, the sardonic ele- 
ment being persistently underemphasized. 

The orchestra was adequate and the chorus 
worked hard, So did the prompter of the 
Italian singers, who needed assistance con- 
stantly.

Carolinas Georgia. Florida, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, and Louisiana. This belt is known as 


| the great Southern pine belt. 


The supply of timber in the Central States 
is mostly of the hardwood variety, with pine, 
hemlock, etc., in the north and along the 
Appalathians. From the Rockies to the Pa- 
cific there are large forests of spruce, fir, and 
pine. A considerable part of these forests 


ate in what 1e known as government re- 


serves. In the province of British Columbia 
there are immense virgin forests and in the 
southern portions of central and eastern 
Canada there still remains much standing 
timber. Northern Minnesota, Wisconsin, 
Michigan and the New England states still | 
have about twenty years’, supply of hard- 
wood. 


8 CONSUMPTION 

The production of lumber in the United 
States is growing at a very rapid pace. Not- 
withstanding the introduction of substitutes 
for lumber, our use of it has steadily in- 
creased up te the present time. The cut in 
190F was eight times that in 1650 and three 
times that in 1870. At the present rate of 


consumption, the standing timber of the 


United States will last barely fifty years.’ 
The ownership of these lands has been rapid- 
ly passing from the government into the 
hands of private individuals. 

Seventy-five years ago the government 
ewned 75% of the timber lands in this coun- 
try. Today it owns 20%. The 80% of remain- 
ing timber Jands, worth epproximately ten 
billion dollars, have been transferred to pri- 
vate hands Among the over forty thou- 
and lumber manufacturers in this country 
there has been formed an organisation cn ed 
the National Lumber Manufacturers’ Associ- 
ation. This association is confronted with 
the fact that there will soon come an end to 
the virgin forests of this country, and its 
members are trying to work out plans that 
wil be fair and just for conserving the tim- 
ber that we have remaining. | 


PROTECTION FROM FIRE 

There ie practically no fire among the 
pine lands of the South because of the free- 
dom of southern forests from underbrush. 
For generations it has been the practice in 
the Southern States to burn over the woods 
every year or two. Practically the whole 
forest burps over annually, usually between 
the middie of Décember and the middle of 
April. Except in the swamp areas, a piece of 
land that bas remained unburned for Gve 
years or more is rare. 

Western white and yellow pine timber, com- 


| prising about 25% of the Pacific coast timber, 


has a growth corresponding to that of South- 
ern pine. It has no underbrush and conse- 
quently is immune from surface fires. 
Western fir, comprising 38% of the timber 
on the Pacific slope, is found Jargely in the 
heaviest rain belt,in the United States. 

In the states of Montana, Idaho, Wash- 
ington, Oregon and California there are fit - 
teen protective associations, numbering 
among their members the strongest and 
largest timber holding companies in these 
states. They are ited under a central 
organization called the Western Forester 
Conservation Association, and this associa- 
tion has been very successful in protecting 
the lands of its members against fire loss.

Joseph FP, 
Dunne, acting secretary of the commission, 
swore he had eudited the accounts of the 
commission for the period from July 1009, 
te Dec. 81, 1910. 


Alleges $5,000 Difference. 

“I found a 68,00 difference betwéen the 

time books and the pay rolls during the pe- 
riod,” he said. “ The discrepancies occurred 
im the teaming accounts.” 
J Charles FP. Williams, system expert in the 
controlier’s office, said that he audited the 
commission accounts from Jan. 1, 1911, to 
Nov. 6 of the same year and found the books 
showed an o of $1,006.45. He 
stated he found a balance carried over from 
| the year 1910 amounting to $549. He said Mr.

Petersen. testified he had received excess 
payments for his work, but that he always 
paid back the excess amounts. He said 
with some of this excess money ‘he had 
paid some bills for Mr. Algots and that he 
‘paid other excess sums to Mr. O'Neill. He 
insisted he benefited personally from 
such excess payments. He said the excess 
payments often amounted tp $25, and once 
ran as high as $170, in April, 1900. Asked 
if he knew if Mr. Algots knew about the#e 
excess payments, he said:
